Shanghai. Whilo in Canton ho made the 
scquaintance of » man who represented 
himself to be the runner of the Kwong 
Choung Tai boarding house in Hongkong. 
After somo couveraation, the trader arrang- 
ed to go to this boarding house, and he 
told another man would proceed with 
him and see be was properly attended 
to. He arrived in Hongkong all right. 
While in the Hoarding house, he alleges 
hat thp master of the house wont 
éo him and offered to buy his ticket 
for Shanghai, telling him that by purchas- 
ing hia ticket in that way he would hare to 
pay only $6 instead of $7.50. The trader 
handed over the $6, and was then taken 
on board a steamer by one of the house 
runners. He was at sea for four days, 
when it occurred to him the steamer was 
longer than usual in reaching Shanghai. 
He made inquiries and found that the 
steamer was bound, not for Shanghai but 
for Singapore. Ho: st‘ onco’ meade an 
outery, and on arrival at Singapore report- 
ed tho affair to the police, who sent him 
pack to Hongkong.

AMONG THE LEES IN HAINAN.

Whilst in Nodoa my oyes were often di- 

rected toward the stately mountain called 
the Chinese '‘Se-ko-lish '"—(Manderin Hot 
Mountain)}— which rises twolve miles to the 
West, to o height of 3,200 feet. It is 
dome-like in shape, the, top being covered 
with a hoavy growth of forest treas. For 
many miles itis 0 conspicuous landmark, 
being visible from the sea, and having 
beon marked on the charts 08 3 prominont 
object to bo observed. To tho South 
it presenta a ehcor precipice of durk- 
colored rock, over which water, sometimes 
in streams, and again trickling from cro- 
vices in the rock, pours down, glistering in 
a broad sheet as the sun falls upon it. Tho 
hillis inhabited, by Lees many of. whoas 
villages, lio around its base ; whilo smaller 
groups of their straw-thatched hats cluster 
on the sides and top, the open spaces 
among tho treoa showing tho fivlds they 
cultivate. They LI the soil quictly from 
year to year and are reckoned amoog tha 
*tame’ ur half civilized Leos. From its 
upper spurs unobstructed views of a vast 
region stretching on every side may be 
gained. 
Having studied it many times from a 
distance, but having hithorto failed to scale 
its hoight, I determined to improve tho 
pecasion now offered to mako the excut- 
sion, Accordingly we started carly 
one morping on horseback with a single 
Chinese attendant. Wo passed over several 
low hills, crassod « stream of water and 
skirted the thick proves of several prospor- 
ous settlements, usar one of which we mot 
n stalwart young Lee, gun in hand, who 
was tending the cattle of a wealthy Hakka 
farmer, at whose house we stopped for a 
cup of tea. 

Our purpose was first to roach a Lee 
village at the foot of tho mountain and 
there leave our horses while we ascended. 
As wo érew near to tho pleco we mot an 
old Lee woman who addressed us as * father’ 
and seomed very much afraid of our horace. 
She was friendly, but the ravages which 


history. 


the constant use of batel-nut had mada in 
the appearance of her mouth rather marred 
the pleasure of conversation with her. 

‘As wo rode into tho little village a scene 
of desolation mot our eyes, Inatead of the 
twenty or thirty thatched cottages which 
my friend had found on o former visit, 
there was nothing but a heap of smouldar- 
ing ruins, besides three little huts that had 
escaped the fire, A band of robbers had 
attacked the place only two days before, 
driven off the cuttle and robbed the paople of 
their grain. Nearly the whole population 
had fled, leaving only half a dozen women 
and children and two or three Hakka men, 
who had fraternized with the Lees and 
would probably become chief owuers of 
thoir land and other property in a fow 
years. It wus very fad to see these poor 
people, whose life is & mere struggle for 
existence at best, pillaged and burned out 
in this way. 

Tho pittable remnant we found among 
their burning homes were very kind to us. 
They could nut give up grain for our horses, 
bat showed us some good pasture land in 


that there is nothing extraordinary in our 
requiring the Government to conform 
thereto in such a serious affair as tho 
murder of a European. The very least we 
should be contented with should consist of 
the ausponsion for three months of the 
Viceroy, or until the actual murderers 
wero found and oxecuted ; the execution of 
these murderers ; the permanent dograda- 
lion and removal of the district magistrate 
aud other minor officials concerned -in any 
woy—whether by not sending a proper 
faree to maintain order, and protect the 
migsionaries or otherwiso—in causing the 
outrago to take placo; and 9 sub- 
stantial fine levied on the aldere aud 
gentry of the locality, Any action 
short of this will only breed tronble in 
the future, for the Chinese invariably coo- 
strue woakness ag fear, and will seon 
renew their hostile attitude, as has been so 
abundantly proved since tho unsatisfactory 
conclusion of the Argent and Green murders, 
whilo they respect » Power which shows 
that it doos not moan to be trifled with. 
We have not yet learnt how mistaken is a 
weak and vacillating policy in dealing with 
auch childish nations as the Chinese. They 
have shown that thoy are barbarians 08 
well as children, anj, instead of making 
treaties with the Peking suthorities, whose 
hold over the Provincia! Governors is very 
woak, we should, if our fair and jaat do- 
mands are not complied with, send up o 
few gunbuats to Wuchang and land the 
blucjackets, A more show of forec would, 
in ull prubsbility, be effectual.

which we tethered them. Fortunately we 
had brought our Inecheon with us with 
which we refreshed ourselves before we 
began the naceat. Our beverage wan water 
into which the natives put a little salt. 
‘This practice of putting ealt into cold water 
we found to prevail all over the Island. 
At first I was at a logs tu account for the 
peculiar taste of the water in many places, 
but fuund tho explanation when I eaw the 
people put a pinch of galt into the cop. 
Alter this discovery I always added, when 
asking far water, the request, ‘ Pleaso put 
uo salt in it” They would ofteu laugh at 
me for this and wonder how any one could 
dritk cold water without salt. « 

The day, which beyan by being evol, even 
chilly, waxed hot enough before noon, 30 
that when we began the ascent on the 
southern side of the Lill, we were exposed 
tu tho eun’s intonecst rays, and found it 
necessary tu make frequent pauscs, fur rest. 
The firat point at which wo simed was 4 
large grave occupying a prominent position 
on the broad shoulder of the bill (a drawing 
of thia grave may be econ in the frontis- 
piecs of Ling Nim). The ascent was very 
steep and slippery, and to add to the dis- 
comfort, tho bill side had been but freshly 
burned, aparke from the burning village 
below having igaited the dry grass, and in 
many plages amidst the thick clamps of 
bushes the fre was still sinoking. 10 this 
may the heat already intense was still 
farther increased. Any shadp that might 
have boon affurded by overhanging buahia 
was destroyed, while the dust and black 
from burnt trees and stocks did not add 
much to eyr comfort. 

After a tuilsome climb of hfteen byndred 
feet we reached the shoulder of the hill 
whero a fine breeze was blowing. A path 
wan found lesdiug directly up to the placo 
wa were aiming at. But here another 
barrier appeared. The whole bill above us 
was on fire, the roating and tho crackling of 
the flames suunding uncomfortably near 
us. This was a sorious matter. Tho whole 
mountain side was covered with a heavy 
growth of jungle grass cight, ten and fifteen 
feat high in places, rendered dry 4s tinder 
by the long drought, Through this the 
fire was coursing wildly in our very path. 

My fricnd having been on the mountain 
before was supposed to be ableto take care of 
himeelf, so our Chinese attendant, a native of 
the Island, kept near tome, This man was 
one of the best walkera I have ever seou—a 
veritable Mercury. Ho has several times 
walked from Nogoa to Hpihoy, a distance 
of njaety miles, in Ipss than two days. 
‘Phys morning as we rode along at a geod 
pace he always kept up with us and w q 
sometimes obead, and paw on the hill he 
was ae fresh and active 4s either of us, 
Ho was a good inan Ww have hoside one inan 
emergency like this.

Thoir most evident faults 
and blemishes seom to be the re- 
sult of the injustice and oppression uf 
the stronger race that eurtoands them on 
every side, and their vices seem mainly to 
have come from the same source, Their 
country is moat attractive in its natural 
features and is rich ia natural resources. 
Gold, copper and iron abound, and the soil 
is of great fertility. Tho fover of unrest 
and lawlessness fomonted by the Chiness 
border rufians is the cause of numberless 
evils and hardships. The constant feeling 
of insecurity, the over-presont fear of being 
robbed and having their hames destroyed, 
tond to repress the better elements of their 
charactor, Iu our brief sojourn among 
them we passed through or nour to probably 
one hundred and fifty villages, aud amoug 
these wate more than u score that had boon, 
within 5 comparatively reoont tinte, burned 
and robbed. Thoy need somo closer bond 
of vnion to sccure mutual protection, that 
they mag live in peace and enjoy the fruite 
which their land is ready to yiold them in 
generous increase.

ties, whilst cilver in similar relation had 
scarcely moved, unless measured by gold.
